WHh th« wanii tummw months ahead, 
mors and mors paopla will bo taking 
to tha roads on bkiyclos for sxorelso 
and rocraatlon, and as an altomativo 
to driving a car. Sharing the road moans 
both motorists and Mkors nood to follow 
carofully all traffic safety rules. 

Here are a few bicycle safety tips: 


For the cyclist: 

e Know the rules of the road. Ask your 
local police department if there are any 
special regulations for bicycles. 

e Before each trip, check your bicycle 
over carefully to make sure every part 
is in good working order. 


e Obey all traffic signs and signals. Stop 
signs, traffic signals and other traffic 
lations apply to bikes as well as motor 
vehicles. 


e Use proper hand signals to indicate 
all turns and stops. 


e If you’re riding beside parked cars, 
be alert for anyone who might open a 
door in your path. 

e If you ride at night, make sure you and 
your bike are properly equipped with re¬ 
flectors. 


For the motorist: 

e Remember the cyclist has a right to 
the road and is entitled to the same 
courtesies shown to other motorists. 


e Be especially alert for the movement 
of a cyclist. Check your rear and side 
view mirrors frequently to determine a 
cyclist’s location. 


e Don’t taiigate. Leave enough room to 
stop safely should the cyclist stop sud¬ 
denly. 


e Use caution in passing a bicycle, fol¬ 
low the same procedure for passing a 
motorized vehicle.

“I was just hoping you could help me,’’ 
the voice belonging to a friend of a friend 
said on the other end of the telephone, and then 
he asked a question that always strikes fear, 
dread and horror into our heart. 

“I just heard about this mutual fund, 
the — Fund, that went up over 150 percent 
in just the last 2 years, and would this be 
a good investment, did we think?’’ 

Well, the answer to this one takes a 
while, like asking the centipede about his 
Charley horse. In the past three years, stocks, 
bonds, funds, options, futures, commodities 
(most of them) and all kinds of other 
financials have spectacular records. You could 
bet on almost anything, as in 1984, from 
buggy whip makers to fishing sinkers with 
embroidered messages, and come out smelling 
like money. It’s a good bet that somewhere, 
somehow, fairly soon, the joyride will be over, 
at least for a rest. 

Some of these funds, no matter what 
the ads or the sales reps may say, may have 
just been born lucky, in that the flow of 
cash into funds over the past few years, 
mostly due to the IRA situation, was huge. 
When the shakeout comes, and it always 
does, the poor performers, the marginal funds, 
the bad ideas, will suffer. To buy in now 
means you are buying near or at a peak, 
with a long way down to go. 

More ominous still is the quiet announce¬ 
ment by the Council of Better Business Bur¬ 
eaus & the Securities Administrators Asso¬ 
ciation that “. . .more people are getting 
ripped off than ever by investment fraud.” 
With the river of new money has come a 
river of new “advisors,” with the usual per¬ 
centages of dimwits and snake-oil hustlers. 
Check out a new fiscal advisor thoroughly: 
don’t use the list of “references” they pro¬ 
vide (find your own); go over all data in 
detail, with your accountant and/or lawyer, 
before you make any agreements; act on facts 
not wishes; don’t be snowed by fancy bro¬ 
chures and offices (chances are the customers 
are paying the freight for all that frill and 

furbelow), s — y.. - „ ■

Firemen evacuate citizens 
foiiowing massive gas ieak 


Twenty homes in Sierra Madre and Arcadia 
were evacuated last Tuesday, June 9, at 5:20 p.m. 
following the breakage of a three-inch gas line in 
the area of Park and Orange Grove. 

The Sierra Madre Volunteer Fire Dept, was 
alerted immediately after a city street crew broke 
the line when they were attempting to repair a leak 
in a city water main. 

Because of the massive gas leak, Fire Chief 
Ed Tracy and Assistant Chief Roger Lowe began 
evacuation of homes. The fire department advanced 
hose lines to the scene in case the gas was ignited 
and Southern California Gas Co. was called. 

Evacuation lasted until 11 p.m. when residents 


were allowed to return to their homes. The Ameri¬ 
can Red Cross was called in and three of the people 
living in the area were given overnight accommo¬ 
dations. 

Following evacuation, the gas company dug 
holes on both sides of the broken line and clamped 
off the line. The fire department’s job was compli¬ 
cated by the fact that they could not use the fire 
hydrant on the Sierra Madre side of Orange Grove. 
Those hydrants were connected to a water line 
that was under repair by an outside contractor. 

A total of 32 firemen spent over six hours man¬ 
ning the equipment. Approximately 2000 feet of 
fire hose was deployed.

Sierra Madre Police Chief cautioned parents 
this week that they are responsible in “any civil 
action that proceeds from an action involving their 
children on skateboards or bikes.’’ 

Betts said, “Do you parents realize that should 
your child on a bike or skateboard, riding on the 
sidewalk in the business district, run over or injure a 
person or property, you parents will be held respon¬ 
sible?” 

He added that this would include doctor/ 
medical or any other fees from the action. 

The activity of their children is parents’ respon¬ 
sibility and they are held accountable, Betts said, 
and added, “Remember that some of the medical 
injury settlements are substantial.” 

Betts was referring to accidents and near-acci¬ 
dents in downtown Sierra Madre as a result of young 
people riding their bicycles and/or skateboards on 
the sidewalks instead of in the streets. The business 


district downtown comprises the area from the 
public library to east of Howie’s Market, Betts 
said, and this is where it is illegal to use city 
sidewalks. 

In the residential areas where they are allowed 
on sidewalks, these young people must also use 
due caution and, or course, parents are held re¬ 
sponsible there, also. 

The chief explained that riding a skateboard 
or bike in an unauthorized zone is a city code viola¬ 
tion and the skateboard or bicycle can be taken 
from the youth. Recovery will result in bringing 
parents to the police station for consultation 
before recovery of the board or bike. 

“Officers are encouraged to pay particular 
attention to this problem during the summer 
months when students are out of school even though 
it is, of course, a year-’round problem,” Betts 
explained.

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More housing needed 
by the year 2000 


California’s ability to 
provide adequate housing 
for its diverse and grow¬ 
ing population is ap¬ 
proaching a critical stage 
according to a just-re- 
leased study commis¬ 
sioned by the California 
Department of Real Es¬ 
tate. The comprehensive 
analysis, “Future of Cal¬ 
ifornia’s Housing Resale 
Market,” researched by 
the California Association 
of REALTORS, exa¬ 
mines the state’s chang¬ 
ing demographics, as they 
affect the multi-faceted 
resale housing market and 
the state as a whole. 

According to the Cal¬ 
ifornia Association of 
REALTORS study, the 
California housing mar¬ 
ket will simultaneously 
have to adjust to sharp 
expansion and larger 
(often immigrant) house¬ 
holds, while providing for 
a marked increase in 
the elderly population. 
The ability to provide 
affordable housing to 
these groups will, in 
large measure, determine 
the state’s economic suc¬ 
cess. 

California’s population 


currently accounts for 16 
percent of the nation’s 
population increase and 
was one of three states 
which experienced in¬ 
creases of more than one 
million people between 
1970 and 1980. The high 
rate of expansion dur¬ 
ing the past several de¬ 
cades has already signi¬ 
ficantly impacted housing 
in the state as demand 
continues to outstrip 
the supply of affordable 
shelter. Further, the study 
echoes other forecasts of 
an additional increase of 
3.4 million in residents 
between 1990 and the 
year 2000. 

The state experienced 
a phenomenal increase 
in the number of immi¬ 
grants between 1970 and 
1980, with those in that 
category contributing 49 
percent of the state’s 
population growth. A 
continued expansion in 
the Hispanic and Asian 
population will have a 
dramatic effect on the 
state’s housing market 
over the next 15 years. 
Differences in family struc¬ 
ture and fertililty rates will 
increase demand for lar- 




ger housing units and 
place further strains on 
the state’s infrastructure. 
While many immigrant 
homebuyers wilt be re¬ 
stricted because of their 
generally lower income 
levels, recent changes in 
amnesty for illegal ali¬ 
ens should, over the long 
term, provide for great¬ 
er earning power. 

As the population nears 
the end of the century, 
the state will experience 
a growing proportion of 
senior citizens as well 
when the group will make 
up 12.3 percent of Cal¬ 
ifornia’s population. The 
elderly will have defin¬ 
ite housing demands of 
their own as they move 
toward a trade-down 
market consisting of emp¬ 
ty nesters and the re¬ 
tired. The type of hous¬ 
ing demanded by this age 
group includes condo¬ 
miniums, congregate care 
facilities, upscale nursing 
homes and terminal care 
facilities. 

The age structure of 
California’s population 
is also changing as the 
baby boom generation 
matures. Bv the end of 


this century, baby boom¬ 
ers will be between 36 
and 53 years old and 
comprise fully one-third 
of the state’s population, 
a group whose impact on 
future housing supplies 
cannot be overstated. 
This group will not only 
have the means to pur¬ 
chase first homes, but 
will also be financially 
capable of trading up 
to larger, more expensive 
homes. In fact, by 2000 
there will be more than 
9.5 million Californians 
in this age group demand¬ 
ing housing to match their 
affluence and lifestyle.

When he was 
24 years of age, December, 1917, he sailed for 
Soulecourt, France, as a corporal in the U.S.

He went through several battles in Europe 
before the one in which, he captured 65 Ger¬ 
man soldiers. He happened upon five German of¬ 
ficers reading a map in a trench. By the time all the 
Germans were lined up, Mr. Van lersel had rounded

It was near MouzonJ ’France, just two days 
before the Armistice that the Sierra Madrean 
won the Congressional Medal of Honor. He had 
volunteered for the night mission at Meusse Argon 
and was ordered to take a bridge with his six 
men.
